I Conſtantinople, the Biſhop of Conſtan- 
tinople wzate bimlelfe Chiefe Bichop, 
becauſe of the Empire. This fhzewdip 1 
froubied Bonifacius Biſhop of Rome, 

| who went fo2 the ſame purpole tothe Em. 

perour Phocas, pzaping with great earneſtneſſe inſtantly q 
to graunt the ſeate of Rome his Imperiall paiuiledge, * 
fromchence-foozth to be a Biſhop aboue all Biihops that wy 
were: P4224 Patrum. And the Biſhopꝛicke of Rome to 26g 8 
de named and reputed the Chiefe of all Biſhopꝛickes. 5 

Although this ꝛiuiledge at tbe firſt, might not eaſily 
be graunted, pet in the end ye obtapned it, thzough contt- 
nuall ſute and mediation of Angels, although now he will 
hardly take acquaintan -e, that it was ſo: But ſapes, that he 
is ſupꝛeame head, and his Romiſh Biſhopꝛicke ts be the 
head of all Biſhopꝛicks by Gods oꝛdinance. 27. Quan: 
ot Diſtinct. 22. omnet. And the Emperour Conſtantinus 
(lay they) ſbould haue giuen this pꝛiuiledge to the Pope 
and his Biſhopꝛicke, to be aboue all other; which likewiſe 
appearcth by their owne, Decret. Diſtinct. 96. Conſtantinus. 
They map make of their pꝛiuiledge whatloeuer thep will, 
ſo long as it fits fo2 their pꝛo it. And thus haue they wꝛit⸗ 
ten it in their owne Oecrees. Thence commeth the name 
ok the moſt holy Father the Pope. The ſame haue they 
afterward3 coloured with Chriſt and Peter, otherwile 
there could not haue been any r of truth.

But how agree theſe things togeather : Conſtantinus 
firſt graunted the Pꝛiuiledge, Gregerie the third brought 
it to paſſe by Phocas : And afterwardes muſt Chriſt con- 
firme the ſame + Haue the faythfull old Byfhops befoze 
Conſtantines time been ſo ignozaunc, that they vnderſtood 
not the Scriptures < Then is it no maruatle that they 
were perſecuted: Fo2 if they had ſer foozth themſelues be⸗ 
times with Chriſtes wozdes, they might haue been freed 
lrom danger. 

Ik they had ſuch an immediate Power from Chriſt, 


unt Gould they buy, begge, and flatter vngodly Empe⸗ 


rours fo2 it: When Chriſt chooſe Paul to be an Apoſtle 
amongſt the Gentiles, it muſt needes be, that he did as he 
was commannded, without Emperours oz Ringes con- 


| firmation to the ſame; and ſo continued vntill the time that

the Emperour did behead him. Alter that ſozt was Paul 
made Pope, and Peter was crutiſied. Therefoze it hath 
an other meaning, contrary to what the Pope alleadgeth. 
And ok the ſame woꝛdes, Zu & Pcrrus, they haue made them 
a Law, coutrary to the doctrine of Chriſt, the Apoſtles,

Then he — all his — and 3 5 
fogeather, and kept a Counſell at Rome, and declared 
there openly, that from that time foz ward, a Pope being 
choſen by the Pꝛielhood and Common people, chould be 
holden in as much power and anthozitte, as if he were con- 
ſecrated and admitted by the Emperour. (Þeere may you 
(ce the firſt thankes that the Pope rendzed to the Empe⸗ 
rour fo? graunting him that ꝛiuiledge; taking from him 
his aunctent rights, which were, and had been his pꝛede⸗ 


| ceſſoꝛs ſince the firſt Chzifttan Emperour.) And that the 
Empcrour ſhould make no moze Byſhops, but the Pope:

But the 
ſame hee dtd not pjeſently put in pꝛactize by foꝛce, but 
ſuffred the Emperour foꝛ a time atter, to haue his Deputy 
in Rome to admit the Pope. | | 

Naw when it was come to this paſſe, that the Popes 
power and pꝛide muſk bꝛeake out, he tooke vpon him to be 
abaue the Emperour : And therefoze in 4-9 Chriſt: 718. 
Leo the thirn af chat name, (being Empexour) put powne 
Germagicus aBatriarch at Conſtantinople, F put in his 
Place, Anaſtaſins.

bpan hekept Rome ta hi:nſelfe, and vp vlurpiug Autho⸗ 
ritie, graunted the Empire to whom he belt liked.

King of France, with the tauour and friendthippe of the 
Pagiſtrates and Rulers : All which, he did in delpight of 
the Emperour, and cauſed the Romiſh Empire to be de- 
{ uided; euerp one tooke a part: but the Pope kept Rome 
as his owne. | |

thren be my followers, as I am the follower of Chriſt. 
It the Popewith his Retinew doe follow Chriſt ? great 
reaſon then that we ſhould follow him: but neither Chriſt 
no; Peter, willknow them. foz thus ſhal they be anſwered, 
Neſcio Vos, I know you not, Qu Operati eftis iniquita- 
tem.

Dauid calleth vnto God ; Deliuer mee from the V ni- 
cornes. Doubtleſle by them, he meaneth his mightie and 
ſtrong Enemies, as Saul and his companie ; kram whom 
(withouc the eſpeciall helpe of God) he could not be deline⸗ 
red. Likewiſethe pertecutoꝛs of Chriſt arenamed in this 
Plalme, V nicornes ; bp reaſon oftheirtyzannie, wherein 
they imitate the nature of the &nicoꝛus.

Aſmnchas wee baue wiitten hitherto, wee and our pꝛe⸗ 
deceſſozs haue ſeene;'buc now, this reſteth only, that he 
ſitteth not naked. Het accozding to the Scriptures, wee 
ſpall finde the ſame in a gos8d fo2warvneſſe. Jn diners 
places of Scripture ic is mentioned, how Gov hath diſcos 
uered Sodom and Gomora, Ieruſalem, and other Lands, 
and made them mocking ſtocks to all men, and in the end 
left them naked altogeather. Ju the 16. Chapter of Eze- 
chiell, God lpeaketh iu this manner: Iwill gather togea- 
ther all thine enemies againſt thee, and will diſcouer thy 
ſhame before them, that they may ſee thy filthines. I will 
giue thee ouer into their e : they ſhall ffip thee out 
of thy Cloathes; all thy faire and beautifull ſewels ſhall 
they take from thee : and ſo let thee ſit naked and bare. 

The ſe jy0299 witnes, that God wiltcrouble their wozld- 
lp Rule and power, and vtterly deſtroy it: and that the 
Pope at the laſt, (ball ieeſe all his power, honour, Riches, 
pleaſure : & finally, be left without all comfoꝛt oz alliſtance 
in this woz1B;and ſitting bare and naked, ſhall become molk 
Contemptible, aud che very hulbandman ſhall mocke him,
